_ Worcester State’s finest students were 
recognized at the annual Honors Convocation 
on March 27th.

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New Deal for Faculty and Librarians 


Tentative agreement reached between teachers and the 
Board Of Higher Education

Recent strides taken have shed light 
upon both promise and progress of the 
settlement of a contract for the Massachusetts 
State College Association (MSCA). 


The Board of Higher Education 


(BHE) has come to a tentative agreement 
between their council members and the 
representatives of the MSCA. Pending 
ratification will be decided at a date to be set 


later. 

_ The potential new contract will 
include all faculty and librarians of the nine 
state colleges, provided they are members of 
the Union. A technical definition for part time 
and adjunct professors, known as the Unit, 
will be included. “The Unit will be covered 
by contract and decided by labor unions,” said 
WSC professor David Twiss, a key leader in 
the advancement of the contract for Worcester 
State Union members. 

Conditions of the new contract 
include a salary increase, an economic 
package, and changes in the health and 
welfare contract that the Commonwealth 
makes from the health and welfare fund. In 
addition, there will be changes in the sick- 
leave-buy back formula, as well as an increase 
for department chairs in stipends. A portion 


of the contract deals with post tenure review 
and an anti-nepotism clause for search 
committees. Finally, there will be an addition 
of arbitrators for the Collective Bargaining 
Agreement and minor changes to Articles 20 
and 12. 

Professor Frank Minasian, Vice 
Président of the Massachusetts State College 
Association, spoke to The Voice, and 
provided the above summary. He also 
expressed how he felt about the current status. 
“The Collective Bargaining Agreement is a 
product of negotiations. Under the 
circumstances, I felt, and most of the 
members of the bargaining team felt, that the 
work product was worth submitting to the 
membership for its consideration, even 
though it has taken three years and over 
seventy-four sessions of bargaining. It is a 
startling change from where parties began 
three years ago. I am relieved that the ordeal 
is over and that the members, at least for now, 
have a product that is worthy of their 
examination.” 

Future steps from this point forward 
include the union explaining and answering 
any questions from members prior to 
ratification. Members will vote at a 
ratification date, which has yet to be set, so 


the parties may commence bargaining once 
again. At some time in the future, strides will 
be taken to look into unresolved issues like 
distance learning and intellectual property 
rights. ; 

Minasian has attended almost all of 
the seventy-four bargaining sessions of the 
past three years. His alternate has been 
Professor Twiss. At Worcester State College 
alone, there are between 160 and 170 union 
members favored for the contract. MSCA 
leaders like Minasian and Twiss have been 
working with the BHE and the Council of 
Presidents, who represent the Boston 
Administration, headed by the “Education 
Governor” himself, Paul Celluci. 

This contract will hopefully open 
more doors for the students here at WSC. 
Governance is needed to put new programs 
and courses into action. Faculty and 
librarians, if ratification is achieved, will 
return to Article seven, which deals with 
college governance. 

If ratified, some portions of the 
contract will become active on December 
30th of this year.

On March 31, 2000 Dr. James Ayer died while at Health 
Alliance Hospital in Leominster after a long illness. Dr. Ayer was a 
professor in the Department of Languages and Literature here at 
Worcester State College for 37 years, retiring last year. 

Dr. Ayer graduated as Valedictorian from Livingston Manor 
High School. He received a Masters degree with high honors from 
Columbia University, and a Ph.D. with high honors from the 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst. While teaching both 
remedial and accelerated reading courses at Guilderland High School 
in New York , Ayer won a full fellowship to Columbia University, 
where he attended for a year and a half.

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Songstress Shea Seger Hits Music Scene

Texas-born Shea Seger’s debut 
album, “The May Street Project,” cannot be 
grouped into one definite category of music. 
Citing such influences as Janis Joplin, Otis 
Redding, Marvin Gaye and Arrested 
Development, Seger manages to create her own 
Southern soul sound, one she describes as 
“mutt dog...bluesy pop with beats.” 

The upcoming single “Clutch” is one 
of the most contagious tunes on the album, with 
a dance beat and powerful chorus that is sure 
to flood the airwaves soon. This track is 
followed by the sexy “Blind Situation.” 

The fourth track, “Shatterwall,” was 
a slight disappointment after listening to the 
first three powerful tracks. Compared to the 
rest of the songs on “The May Street Project,” 
the droning and monotonous “Shatterwall” is 
inferior. However, fans of Tori Amos and Jewel 
might disagree. 

“I Love You Too Much” sheds light 
on Seger’s insight as a songwriter. In this song, 
which as been described as atmospheric, Seger 
confronts the reality that there is a big step 
between “love and understanding.” When her 
boyfriend “stops at [the] love,” she sets him 
free. 


Track 7, “Walk on Rainbows,” is 
rather atypical of female artists. In this song, 
Seger’s echoing voice fits well with the 
combination of background sounds, creating 
a trance-like effect. It might be fair to compare 
“Walk on Rainbows” to a Radiohead sound. 

The first half of “The May Street 
Project” proved itself worthy of praise. In the

first seven songs, Seger managed to transcend 
boundaries that are sometimes expected of 
female artists. The remainder of the album is 
similarly commendable. Seger is versatile, 
being able to croon a love song as easily as 
she can develop a pop beat. Tracks 8 and 11, 
“Always” and “Isn’t it Good” are strong 
examples of Seger’s poetic capabilities. 
“Always” is a melodic duet with singer/ 
songwriter Ron Sexsmith. “Isn’t it Good,” 
where Seger reflects on a relationship, is one 
of the best songs on the disc. 

Seger veers away from the 
reoccurring themes of love, heartbreak and 
desperation with the powerful account of “May 
Street,” where she was raised in the tiny town 
of Quitman, Texas. This chilling last track 
begins with a relaxed Seger plainly speaking 
about May Street: “Vietnam vets...getting high 
on May Street...” The continuous background 
drum beats complement her smooth, soothing 
voice, lending to a somewhat dreamlike effect. 

Listeners of “The May Street Project” 
will not be disappointed. Though Seger is 
touring primarily in Europe right now, if her 
album is met with success, we should see her 
in the United States in the near future.

On Friday, April 6th, Worcester State 
opened its doors once more for.its annual spring 
semester concert. This year we hosted Reel Big 
Fish with the Pushstars, a Boston based band; 
opening for them. The concert sold six hundred 
tickets, both at the college: and at local 


Strawberries stores, and was held in’the 


Sullivan Auditorium. ; 
For weeks before the concert: was 
held, banners and tiny fish had graced the walls 


of almost every building on campus to. - 


welcome the arrival of the band, and to help 
sell tickets. On the day of the’concert, many 
dedicated WSC students became staff members 
and helped with making the concert a success. 
Though the concert was not scheduled to begin 
until 8 p.m. Friday, students from various 
organizations began work at Ip.m. to create 
makeshift dressing rooms, as well as set up the 
stage to prepare for band warm-ups. 

With a scream reminiscent of Ted 
Neely, for those of you who know who he is, 
emanating through the auditorium doors, Reel 
Big Fish began their rehearsal. The lead singer 
slid magical fingers across the strings of his 
guitar and with a final laugh the band went to 
their dressing room. In an unfamiliar musical 
style, trumpets and slide trombones 
accompanied the usual guitar and drums of this 
ska band. 

While waiting for the Pushstars to 
rehearse, the lighting crew tested the lights to 
‘ensure that they faded properly for the

performance ahead. Piece by piece, the 
Pushstars equipment was placed and they too 


_ began their rehearsal session. 


Finally, after the student security was 
made aware of their duties, the eager fans were 
allowed to take their seats in the auditorium. 


‘The turn out was good, filling the first ten rows 


in all three sections. News crews from Channel 
4; Channel: 13, and our own Lancer Outlook, 
were on hand to interview the bands and get 
what footage they could. As the Pushstars took 
the stage, the audience was cautious through 
the first few songs, but eventually there was a 
rush to the barricades where most would spend 
the whole evening. 

Reel Big Fish came on stage to the 
theme from Superman, with one of the 
members wearing a cloth advertisement of the 
concert as a cape. As the band began their set, 
the audience bobbed up and down in rhythm 
to the music. A mini light show illuminated 
the band through blue, orange, red and purple 
tints. From the back of the auditorium, one 
could see the whole audience standing as close 
as they could get to the stage. The energy on 
stage rivaled that of the audience. Band 
members jumped around the stage, even going 
so far as to swing their instruments around as 
though they weighed nothing. The wilder they 
were, the more the audience loved them. 

On the floor, people danced and 
twisted up and down the aisles. Even the 
Worcester State staff members were caught 
once or twice indulging in a few dance moves. 
Members of the Pushstars stuck around and 


sat in the back to watch the Reel Big Fish 
performance. Between the audience bobbing 
like they were on trampolines, swing dancing 
in the aisles (almost), and the band coming 
back out for an encore, the concert was a 
success. No major incidents occurred and the 
evening, on a whole, went smoothly. . 

Behind the scenes, the student staff 
busied themselves with deconstructing the 
stage in an effort to see the bands off into the 
early morning. Part of the success of the 
concert lies with those who helped to load and 
unload the stage equipment, not to mention 
those who drove the band from place to place. 
Those who worked security helped to keep the 
audience in line so that there was no trouble. 
Thank you to these people who helped to put 
this concert together and make it enjoyable for 
those who attended.

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Scientist Discusses Evolution 


Dr Kenneth Miller lectures on “God, Kansas and Darwin”

On Thursday, March 29, Dr. Kenneth 
Miller brought his lecture “God, Kansas and 
Darwin” to Worcester State. The Brown 
University professor discussed the 1998 Kansas 
School Board’s decision to discontinue the 
teaching of evolution. The decision was 
condemned by the entire scientific community 
and overturned in 2000. 

Dr. Miller discussed the “lessons from 
Kansas” and the “flaws” of evolution. He 
showed graphs of animal and plant evolution. 
Dr. Miller pointed out that evolution can be 
documented. He also brought in the studies of 
geology and astronomy to prove his point. 

He used the example of a glycoprotein 
(he also assured non-science majors they can 
get through life happily without knowing what 
that is). In this example he mentioned that fish 
in Antarctica have developed a protein in their 
blood similar to antifreeze. This protein seems 
to have appeared when Antarctica detached 
from South America and froze. This would 
prove the process of natural selection. 


Dr. Miller also showed charts of 22 
different types of elephants, two of which still 
exist. He said that if one creator created them, 
that creator could only be described as 
“inefficient.” He attacked the belief that 


evolution is “too random” to be God’s work. 


Dr. Miller says that everything is random. He 
used the example of President Kennedy saying 
that if he’d been “on deck during the PT 109 
crash our history would be different.” He also 
discussed free will. 

The theory that evolution would 
“take too long” amused Dr. Miller. He asked 
why we would discuss time assuming God is 
an infinite being. He then challenged the belief 
that evolution contradicts Genesis. Dr. Miller 
says that if you read the Bible literally, “even 
the imperfect King James Version,” it seems 
like it does contradict evolution. He then uses 
St. Augustine as an example. St. Augustine 
said that if religion and science fight science 
would win. St. Augustine said we should not 
let religion “ruin itself that way.” 

As a Roman Catholic and a biologist, 
Dr. Miller believes that God and evolution can 


coexist. He brought: up the fact that in 1947 
Pope Pious XII said evolution was not a threat 
to the church. Pope John Paul II also condoned 
evolution three years ago. 

Dr. Miller assured the audience that 
scientists are “the most self-critical group.” He 
scorned the belief that scientists won’t disprove 
evolution because they are a “brotherhood” and 
wouldn’t prove each other wrong. He says that _ 
the only way to get ahead in science is with 
facts and if someone had proof evolution did 
not exist he could “pick his career for the rest 
of his life.” 

During the question and answer 
session that followed the lecture Professor 
Miller was asked where God came from. Dr. 
Miller said he did not know and the only answer 
he could give was from the Bible: “God always 
was and always will be.” There were many 
theological questions, such as the existence of 
evil, if there is a just God. Dr. Miller gave us 
his answers but said that he was a 1 cellular 
biologist, not a theologian.

$100,000 brings former president to a crowd of 3,600

Former President Bill Clinton gave 
his first public forum since leaving the White 
House in historic Salem last week. 

_ His appearance once again put Salem 
State College, who has had, to date, all of the 
living presidents visit and lecture, on the map. 
For quite a sum, the college hosted our 42nd 
President on March 26th at 8:00 PM. Though 
$100,000 seems too hefty a price tag for most, 
Clinton provided nothing short of a night of 
vivacious energy, inspiring students, professors 
and fans alike. 

A handful of protestors stood amidst 
the snow and wind outside the stadium, but 
their numbers and voices were droned out by 
the cheers and excitement of his supporters. 

After Clinton’s entrance into O’ Keefe 
Stadium, the crowd of 3,600 erupted into a 
standing ovation, to which the jovial Clinton 
bowed slightly and conducted his speech. The 
roughly forty-five minute lecture avoided his 
more crisis-filled times in office, though he did 
make a parallel between himself and the 
notorious Salem witches. 

“I have sort of identified with those 
witches, a time or two,” he stated, “many of 
the accused were put to death...well, I seemed 
to have survived.” 

Clinton spoke of himself as well as 


presidents including, Adams, Lincoln, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Franklin Roosevelt, and 
Truman. During his speech, Clinton gave 
strength towards his past legacy and sketched 
out his future approaches to current issues. 

His much-anticipated speech stressed 
his productive record in office, and how the 
nation can progress from this point forward. 
He looked to the past for answers throughout 
much of his lecture. He declared that we have 
faced five periods of challenge, which have 
defined America.

The areas included the battle of 
making our government work, the brother vs. 
brother atrocities of the Civil War, our shift 
into an industrial society, our becoming a world 
power after the Roosevelt administration, and 
the final and current stage: the Age of 
Information and Technology. 

Clinton stated that through each 
period Americans became more intense, 
“history has taught us not to stand passively.” 

As the second-youngest former President, 
Clinton also gave the audience of the O’ Keefe 
Stadium a preview of what is to come in his 


‘future. Though he quoted John Quincy Adams 


as stating, “Nothing in life is as pathetic as an 
ex-president,” he also explained that President 
Adams, “Put the lie to that.” 

Clinton, like Adams and other former 
presidents, will continue to spread his 
influence. He will lecture at numerous other 
college campuses and meet with former South 
African President Nelson Mandela to discuss 
the AIDS crisis. Presently, Clinton is traveling 
in India to set up funds for earthquake victims. 

Throughout the lecture, he then 
guided listeners towards effective answers to 
his question, and transitioned from one point 
to the next by repeating, “What course would 
widen the circle of opportunity, deepen our 
freedoms, and strengthen the bonds of our 
community?” 


Community Fights Multiple Sclerosis on Foot 
Walkers raise $75,000 for disease
